creases the odds against Japan. Un- 
less she can see her way to an early 
appeal to arms she would be wise to 
accept philosophically the fact of 
Russian domination in Manchuria and 
probably in Korea.

Japan seems one sided. It may not 
be quite so much so as it seems. 
Japan has the advantage of proximity 
to the scene of operations. Russia's 
line of communication over (he Si- 
berian railway is extended and uncer- 
tain. The gallantry and endurance 
of the Japanese troops were proved in 
tlM two Chinese wars, and side by 


•M* with tfc* Russians in the.lat* ont 
thoy did not latter by the compari- 
son.
